£2.4m scheme to 
modernise the 
Bridgend station 
gets green light 


A TOTAL of £2.4 million is to 
be invested in Bridgend 
Railway Station - as part of a 
plan to modernise stations 
around the UK. 

The work will involve putting in a 
new footbridge, complete with lifts 
and stairs, with the aim of making 
access between the station entrance, 
ticket office and platforms much easi¬ 
er for everyone, particularly people 
with reduced mobility. 

The £2.4m scheme is part of the 
national ‘Access for All’ scheme, 
backed by the Department for 
Transport, that aims to provide step- 
free access to around 145 stations in 
England, Wales and Scotland. 

A Network Rail spokeswoman said: 


“The new footbridge and two lifts are 
also designed to provide passengers 
with a safe and secure environment, 
well-lit and equipped with CCTV and 
telephones. The platforms will also be 
refurbished with tactile paving.” 

Mark Langman, route managing 
director for Wales, Network Rail, 
said: “Wales relies on rail so it’s vital 
that we provide facilities which make 
the railway easier to use. 

“Whether you’re lugging heavy 
bags, have small children in tow or 
simply find the stairs a bit of a strug¬ 
gle, the improvements to be made at 
Bridgend will make a real difference 
to passengers.” 

Ian Bullock, customer services 
director for Arriva Trains Wales said: 
“These works are part of a wider pro¬ 


gramme by the Department for 
Transport to improve accessibility at 
a number of stations we operate. 

“We are also working with the 
Welsh Government to reduce stepping 
distances at more than 30 stations as 
part of our plans to improve access to 
our trains and stations.” 

The work to improve the accessibil¬ 
ity at Bridgend is due to be completed 
by early 2012. 

Bridgend station was opened in 
1850 and today, it serves more than 
1.6m passengers on average each year. 

The new scheme will mean that pas¬ 
sengers who cannot use the footbridge 
will no longer have to arrange with sta¬ 
tion staff to be let in by a gate near the 
Cardiff-bound platform.

S UNDAY’S commemoration of the 
events of 9/11 took me back to that 
frantic day. Close friends lived in 
Battery Park, a development built out 
into the Hudson River using the soil 
from the pit to create the foundations for 
the twin towers. 

I had daily walks through the twin towers shop¬ 
ping precinct for coffee in Boarders bookshop, or 
to catch the trains uptown. 

I remember the frantic few hours of trying to 
reach my friends to check they were safe. Mobile 
phone links were down as further plane attacks 
were feared. 

I found a very old address book with my 
friend’s parents’ number and was relieved to find 
she was safe. 

Not a U-turn? 

THE adjournment debate on Monday evening 
in the Commons had the south Wales coastal 
MPs supporting Martin Caton, MP for Gower, 
in a debate with Transport Minister Mike 
Penning. 

Martin set out a powerful case against the deci¬ 
sion to close Swansea Coastguard station and 
retain Milford Haven. 

The initial announcement had been that Milford 
would close and Swansea would remain, as it is 
has the most modern and up-to-date capacity to 
monitor the second busiest shipping lane in the 
UK. 

The Minister denied any political motivation in 
his reversed decision and my face must have 
shown my incredulity. 

He accused me of smirking from a sedentary 
position and offered me the opportunity to explain 
why; which I did. 

Defence matters 
TUESDAY brought me the most pleasant of 
tasks. As Chair of the RAE group in the 
Commons, I host at a dinner to honour two 
fighter aces from World War Two. 

Wing Commander Bob Foster DFC and Sqn 
Leader Geoffrey Wellum told their tales of frying 
Hurricanes and Spitfires and the terrible losses of

the air war. Air Transport Auxiliary Mrs Joy 
Lofthouse, one of only 15 of the 164 ATAs still 
alive, told us of her incredible service. Joy 
described how they were given only 30 minutes to 
learn how to fly different planes (she flew 18 dif¬ 
ferent types) including 70 Spitfires. 

THE Defence Select committee evidence session 
on Wednesday had Ministers Simon Burns and 
Andrew Robathan from the Department of Health 
and the MoD. failing to outline how they will pro¬ 
vide ongoing support for military casualties. 

There is no doubt that support for those wound¬ 
ed in Iraq and Afghanistan is vastly superior to 
those in any other conflict. 

As many of the services are being funded by 
money raised by forces’ charities, the committee’s 
concern is how the ongoing needs of wounded vet¬ 
erans will be met when charity incomes reduce and 
veterans turn to the NHSfor treatment and sup¬ 
port. 

I expressed concerns at the NHS’s capacity to 
fund and maintain the new prostheses being pro¬ 
vided to veterans and to cope with demand for the 
public, including injured police and firemen for 
equal treatment. 

An above-knee prosthesis provided for a veteran 
costs £9,000 plus £2,000 to maintain. 

The NHS model costs £1,000 with little mainte¬ 
nance. I was also concerned about the long-term 
funding commitment to those with traumatic brain 
injury and mental health conditions arising from 
conflict. 

A CONSTITUENT, who is the Secretary of the 
National Borneo and Malaya Veterans 
Association, contacted me a few months ago 


about a campaign for veterans who had been 
awarded the Pingat Jasa Malaysia Medal by the 
Malaysian government, to be allowed to wear it. 

An arcane set of rules means that British veter¬ 
ans can accept this medal, but not wear it. 
Australian and New Zealand veterans are permitted 
to wear the medal, making the decision affecting 
British veterans all the more incomprehensible. 

I have been bounced between the MoD, FCO 
and the Cabinet Office, written to the Australian 
High Commissioner, asked numerous written ques¬ 
tions and got nowhere. 

In Business Questions on Thursday, I asked for 
an urgent government statement and the Leader of 
the House promised to do what he could to help. 

Fewer addicts 

NATIONALLY, heroin addiction is down by 
25,000. Part of the reason for this is work com¬ 
ing out of Bridgend police station and a small 
team of probation and police officers. 

This specialist team gives intensive support and 
guidance to prolific offenders to start new lives. 

On Friday, I met with the team and two ex-offend¬ 
ers, who have given up on both their criminal and 
drug pasts to build new futures. 

Success is hard won for the staff and the ex¬ 
offenders, it takes courage and a daily struggle to 
tackle hurdles along the way and not go back to 
the old life. We all benefit from this little known 
scheme, it cuts crime, increases public safety, in 
the long-term saves public spending, and gives 
desperate people a way back into ordinary life. 

Mining tragedy 
SATURDAY brought the wonderful Miners 
Welfare Brass Band contest to Porthcawl Grand 
Pavilion. 

Outside was cold and wet - but inside there was 
the glow of listening to children playing alongside 
adults in harmony and delight in their music. 

The judges awarded my Cup to the St Athan 
RAF voluntary band. The enjoyment of these bands 
and the history of the communities they represent 
was made stark by the awful losses in Gleision 
Colliery. This was a tragedy we thought had gone 
from Wales, back in our midst with the pain of the 
families felt across the country.

In 2009-2010, the last 
year for which figures 
are available, over a 
quarter of waste collect¬ 
ed by the BCBC was 
recycled in this way. 
This represents more 
than 10 times the Welsh 
average. 

Bridgend (26 per 
cent) and Neath Port 
Talbot (22 per cent) were 
the only local authorities 
in Wales to recycle a sig¬ 
nificant amount of waste 
for heat and energy cre¬ 
ation, with 

Carmarthenshire (3.5 per 
cent) coming a distant 
third. 

Local authorities must 
meet the challenging 
European Union targets 
of reducing the amount 
of waste sent to landfill 


sites by half, compared 
to 1995 levels by 2013, 
or risk being fined. 

Janice Gregory said: 
“We have become 
increasingly aware of the 
need to prevent waste 
going to landfill sites.

“Fines for not meeting 
EU targets would even¬ 
tually be passed down to 
the taxpayer.

‘Market 
signs 
should 
stay up’

REGIONAL Tory 
AM Byron Davies 
is to urge Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council to find 
ways of supporting 
the Farmers 
Market in 
Porthcawl. 

The market, which is 
held once a month at 
the Awel y Mor commu¬ 
nity centre, has been 
told by Bridgend plan¬ 
ners that it needs plan¬ 
ning consent for each of 
the ten signs that are 
placed around the area 
alerting residents to the 
timing of the next mar¬ 
ket. 

Mr Davies said that 
he had met members of 
the committee who have 
warned that the market 
will close unless the 
signs are allowed to 
remain. 

“What we have here 
is a monthly market 
with signs being erected 
for four days a month in 
total,” said Mr Davies. 

“The council is say¬ 
ing that the organisers 


should apply for con¬ 
sent for each of the 
signs at a cost of £90 
per application, making 
a total of almost £1,000. 

“The Farmers Market 
is a non-profit making 
organisation which 
exists to provide small¬ 
holders, farmers and 
others with the means 
of selling their pro¬ 
duce.” 

This will be the sec¬ 
ond issue regarding 
signs that Mr Davies 
has had with the coun¬ 
cil. He challenged plan¬ 
ners in June over their 
demands that businesses 
on Bridgend Industrial 
Estate apply for plan¬ 
ning consent for each 
sign they have which 
directs customers to 
their premises. 

“All businesses are 
facing tough times at 
the moment and the 
council should be doing 
its best to help such 
people who have to 
reply on their own hard 
work and enterprise and 
do not have a guaran¬ 
teed pay packet,” he 
said. 


Residents told 
how to keep car 
thieves at bay 


RESIDENTS of 
Eairoak Close in 
Brackla have been 
visited by the local 
Police Community 
Support Officers, 
Meurig Coleman 
and Jonathan 
Davies - to raise 
awareness of the 
importance of vehi¬ 
cle security. 

Last year saw a slight 
increase in the number 
of reported incidents of 
theft from vehicles in the 
Brackla area .which led 
to the arrest of a local 
man. 

Following these inci¬ 
dents, the local 
Neighbourhood Policing 
Team carried out a letter 
drop in the area raising 
awareness amongst resi¬ 
dents of the importance 
in ensuring vehicles are 
always secured when left 
and to encourage the 
removal of sat navs and 
other valuables from 
their vehicles in an effort 
to stamp out car crime in 
the area. 

A spokesman reported 


that local police commu¬ 
nity support officers, 
Meurig Coleman and 
Jonathon Davies had 
revisited residents within 
the Brackla area to 
ensure that they were 
still being vigilant and 
working together in put¬ 
ting the opportunist thief 
out of business. 

To reinforce key mes¬ 
sages a car crime reduc¬ 
tion pack was handed to 
local residents contain¬ 
ing stickers, an air fresh¬ 
ener and a sat nav cloth, 
invaluable in removing 
the sucker marks, often 
indicating to the passing 
thief that a sat nav 
maybe hidden in their 
vehicle. 

“The initiative was 
well received by local 
residents, who continue 
to promote positive mes¬ 
sages,” Bridgend crime 
reduction officer 

Deborah Elward said. 

“It is encouraging to 
see that through partner¬ 
ship working residents 
are being more vigi¬ 
lant, ” she added. 



“I will be writing to 
chief executive Jo 
Farrar urging her to find 
a way of accommodat¬ 
ing the farmers’ market 
which has been in exis¬ 
tence since 1999. 

“I am puzzled why 
suddenly the council 
feels that planning con¬ 
sent is needed for signs 
that have been going up 
for 12 years and which 
are only in situ for four 
days a month.” 

Mr Davies said he 
would also be challeng¬ 
ing the council about 
whether its treatment of 
the farmers’ market is 
equitable. 

“I gather that Awel y 
Mor, which is where the 
market is held, is used 
for the three other 
Saturdays per month for 
a car boot sale. 

“A permanent sign 
advertising this sale is 
in situ for 365 days a 
year. Have they been 
asked to apply for plan¬ 
ning consent for this 
sign? And if not, why 
demand it of the farm¬ 
ers’ market? The coun¬ 
cil must treat everyone 
the same.” 

Mr Davies met mar¬ 
ket manager Mike Pett, 
a retired police superin¬ 
tendent and keen bee 
keeper, his wife Betty 
and farmers Gill and 
Charles Morgan of Gelli 
Feddgar farm, 

Glynogwr, who sell 
their own meat at the 
market. 

Also present was 
Angela Giddings who 
was the local represen¬ 
tative of the Farmers 
Union of Wales and was 
involved with setting 
this market up. 

“The council was 
very keen on getting 
this market going in the 
early days,” she said. 
“They were given a 
£25,000 grant from the 
WDA to organise the 
market and they 
employed someone to 
do that. But in recent 
years, the council has 
not shown much inter¬ 
est.” 

Mr Davies stated that 
other difficulties had 
also arisen: “Apart from 
the issue of the signs, 
the council has also told 
the organisers that no 
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cooking can be done at 
Awel y Mor by stall 
holders or by people 
using the centre’s own 
kitchen.” 

Ms Giddings said 
that it was unheard of 
for a farmers’ market 
not to cook food. 

“It gives the market 
the right ambiance with 
the smell of freshly 
cooked food wafting 
through it. People enjoy 
sampling the goods 
before they buy. This 
new rule is ridiculous.” 

The organisers are 
unclear about why the 
ban has been bought in 
but point out that food 
is cooked at the car boot 
sale. 

“Here again, different 
rules seem to be apply¬ 


ing, “ added Mr Davies. 

It was government 
policy to promote self 
sufficiency and encour¬ 
age people to produce 
food to make the coun¬ 
try less reliant on 
imports. 

“The council seems 
to be flying in the face 
of both the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
and Westminster,” he 
said. 

“If this market folds 
because of inflexible 
bureaucracy, it will go 
against everything that 
the government is trying 
to do. We must have 
small scale food pro¬ 
ducers and they need to 
be encouraged not per¬ 
secuted by bureaucra¬ 
cy.”

The effect on the fam¬ 
ilies was immediate as 
they were now able to 
give their children fresh 
milk and also to sell any 
surplus which enabled 
their older children to 
attend secondary 

schools.

Clarke had been sen¬ 
tenced to 18 months 
imprisonment, suspend¬ 
ed for two years, made 
subject to a supervision 
order, and required to 
register as a sex offend¬ 
er for 10 years.

He was spoken to by 
the police on his return 
and said he didn’t inten¬ 
tionally fail to provide 
details and had left a 
message on an answer- 


phone. He also said he 
was uncertain of the 
requirements. 

His counsel, Ruth 
Smith, said: “He accepts 
what was a technical 
breach. He should have 
notified the police with¬ 
in seven days, but he 
believed it was accept¬ 
able to go on his jour¬ 
ney.” 

She added: “It was 
not a deliberate breach, 
and he takes his respon¬ 
sibilities seriously. It 
was not a deliberate 
flouting of the law. 

“ The entire matter 
caused him great 
stress.” 

Judge Isobel Parry 
said Clarke didn’t 
attempt to conceal his 
travel plans, but a regis¬ 
ter had to be taken and 
treated seriously. 

In addition, he was 
ordered to pay costs of 
£350 and to carry out 20 
hours unpaid work for 
the community.

Students get right down to 
business at Roma Medical 


SEVEN students 
from a Porthcawl 
school recently 
spent a week at 
Roma Medical in 
Bridgend, solving a 
tricky problem. 

Business studies stu¬ 
dents from St Clare’s 
School took part in a 
work experience week 
with a difference. 

Based at Roma 
Medical, a manufacturer 
and supplier of mobility 
and rehabilitation prod¬ 
ucts in Bridgend, the 
week was organised by 
the Mindshop 

Excellence Program. 

These differ signifi¬ 
cantly from traditional 
work experience pro¬ 
grams, in that students 
go in small teams to 
spend one week with 
their host company, 
which provides a real 
problem for the team to 
solve. 

A Mindshop-trained 
facilitator then gives stu¬ 


dents training in the 
basics of problem solv¬ 
ing skills before resolv¬ 
ing a given issue in the 
workplace. 

Students are less like¬ 
ly than their adult coun¬ 
terparts to suppress new 
ideas and so often look 
at issues through fresh 
eyes.

‘beware of pirates’ 


A LOCAL charity 
looking to install 
free solar panels 
for householders 
says that unscrupu¬ 
lous salesmen are 
using its name to 
get a foot in the 
door. 

Sustainable Wales 
(SW) in Porthcawl is 
part of a network of 
charities and social 
enterprises, working 
together to use the UK 
government’s financial 
offer of ‘FITs’ (feed-in- 
tariffs) for community 
gain. 

The charity claims 
that salespeople from 
other companies are pre¬ 
tending to represent 
community groups, 
implying that they are 
linked with the net¬ 
work, known as ‘G 
CEL’, which operates 
across south Wales. 

However, once they 
start talking to the home 
owner, they start intro¬ 
ducing extra charges. 

The director of SW, 
Margaret Minhinnick, 
said: “We all offer a 
completely free service, 
whereas some operators 
are making demands for 
immediate payment at 
the doorstep for scaf¬ 
folding or lease agree¬ 
ments. 

“We’re delighted to 
be part of G CEL. 
Because of government 
cuts, charities and social 


enterprises are increas¬ 
ingly hard-pressed. 

“Thus, it is infuriat¬ 
ing when unscrupulous 
salespeople - frankly, 
sunshine pirates - 
attempt to poach our 
clients.” 

She added: “Any 
money gained from the 
government FIT pay¬ 
ments will go, in our 
case, into Sustainable 
Wales’s environmental 
and community work. 

“The FIT cash offers 
a chink of light to com¬ 
munity groups, at a time 
of chronic hardship. 
Thus, it is heartbreaking 
when possible clients 
are misled. 

“Sustainable Wales is 
seeking householders 
with south-facing roofs, 
who want to be part of a 
truly exciting project. 

“Yes, there is money 
to be made from solar 
electricity. But this 
money should be used 
for community-gain.”

‘Check sewer 
connections’ 

residents urged 


ENVIRONMENT 
Agency Wales and 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
are urging residents 
to help clean up 
their local streams, 
by checking their 
homes are connect¬ 
ed to the correct 
drains. 

Investigations carried 
out by agency contrac¬ 
tors and Dwr Cymru 
Welsh Water have found 
that wastewater from 
dishwashers, sinks and 
even toilets is being 
flushed directly into a 
local river. 

The partnership proj¬ 
ect aims to tackle the 
long-standing pollution 
to the Nant Cefn Glas 
stream, which has con¬ 
tributed to lower water 
quality in the Ogmore 
Estuary and Porthcawl 
Shellfish beds. 

Initially, the project 
will focus on the Nant 
Cefn Glas stream, as 
sewage pipes from many 
houses on the estate sur¬ 
rounding the stream have 
been found to be incor¬ 
rectly connected to sur¬ 
face water drains, instead 
of foul sewers. 

Officers from 

Environment Agency 
Wales, Bridgend County 
Borough Council and 
Dwr Cymru Welsh Water 
are checking surface 
water drains and using 
CCTV drainage surveys 
and dye tracing to check 
connections at properties 
in the area. 

Gavin Bown from 


Environment Agency 
Wales said: “We’re 
working hard to clean up 
the Nant Cefn Glas, 
which will also improve 
the water quality in the 
Ogmore Estuary and 
Porthcawl Shellfish beds. 

“We’re only halfway 
through the project but 
already householders 
have put right miscon- 
nections at eight proper¬ 
ties in the area and we 
have spoken to more than 
50 local people. We hope 
this will make a real dif¬ 
ference to the health of 
the stream. 

“It won’t happen 
overnight, but by work¬ 
ing together through this 
partnership we can deliv¬ 
er real environmental and 
social benefits for the 
community.” 

Coun Phil White, cab¬ 
inet member for commu¬ 
nities, added: “By ensur¬ 
ing that your drains are 
correctly connected, you 
can help prevent damage 
to the environment, stop 
waste water from dish¬ 
washers, sinks and toilets 
entering local streams 
and rivers, and improve 
the quality of life in your 
own community. 

“This is a very worth¬ 
while project and I would 
urge householders to do 
their bit by checking that 
there are no misconnec- 
tions at their properties.” 

The project, which 
began in March, is due to 
end in September, but is 
likely to be extended to 
cover other areas of 
Bridgend.

LAFARGE Cement 
UK has received the 
go-ahead to use two 
new waste-derived 
fuels at its Aberthaw 
Works in South 
Wales. 

Environment Agency 
Wales has granted the 
company a permit to 
evaluate end-of-life 
tyres and Solid 
Recovered Enel (SRE) 
as a partial replacement 
for more traditional 
fuels in the energy- 
intensive cement-mak¬ 
ing process. 

These fuels offer the 
company the opportuni¬ 
ty to save up to 15,500 
tonnes of coal each year, 
and reduce carbon diox¬ 
ide emissions by up to 
20,000 tonnes. 

The company carried 
out a consultation exer¬ 
cise with the community 
before submitting its 
application. A Lafarge 
spokeswoman said: 
“Solid Recovered Enel 
or SRE is processed 
from non-recyclable 
wastes generated from 
homes and other 
sources. 

“End-of-life tyres are 
scrap car and van tyres 
(more than 30 million of 
these are generated in 
the UK each year pre¬ 
senting a significant 
waste disposal problem. 

“Lafarge can help 
address this by using the 
tyres as a very compati¬ 
ble, high energy fuel in 
cement-making).” 

GEM NOTE: 

The fact that the car¬ 
bon dioxide tonnage 
was larger than the coal 
tonnage appeared to be 
an anomaly. 

The spokeswoman

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Local farmers make one 
last appeal to save the 
Cowbridge cattle market 


A SENIOR delega¬ 
tion from the farm¬ 
ing community pre¬ 
sented a petition to 
the Vale Council 
Leader, Coun 
Gordon Kemp, last 
Saturday 
(September 17) in 
a last-ditch attempt 
to save the 
Cowbridge cattle 
market. 

Earlier this year, 
negotiations between 
the Vale Council and 
Glamorgan Marts, the 
operators of the market, 
appeared to have broken 
down, and it looked as if 
the market was going to 
close last May. 

At almost the last 
moment, a one-year 
extension was granted. 

Some farmers took 
heart from the absence 
of any council plans for 
the site, but the situation 
changed in June, when 
the council invited ten¬ 
ders from companies to 
buy the land, with the 
proviso that these com¬ 
panies should build an 
extra care facility for the 
elderly - or similar 
housing units. 

A delegation from the 
National Farmers’ 
Union (NFU) and the 


Farmers’ Union of 
Wales (FUW) sought 
out Coun Kemp at the 
‘Vale on the Road’ event 
at the town hall, when 
cabinet members and 
senior council officers 
were on hand to meet 
the public. 

They met behind 
closed doors for 25 min¬ 
utes, and asked the 
leader to consider a 
number of points, 
including the fact that in 
the last 12 months 
(September 7, 2010 to 
August 30, 2011) a total 
of 27,614 animals (all 
sheep) were sold at the 
market - an average of 
541 per week. 

The area secretary for 
the NFU, David Harris, 
said in a letter to Coun 
Kemp that he had stud¬ 
ied the cabinet mi nutes 
relating to the decision 
to sell the cattle market 
site, and could find no 
evidence that the eco¬ 
nomic effect of the deci¬ 
sion on farming busi¬ 
nesses in the Vale had 
been discussed. 

One local farmer, 
David Harris (no rela¬ 
tion) told The GEM: 
“Closing the market will 
leave farmers with a 
choice of taking animals 
to market in either 
Carmarthen or

Abergavenny.” 

The delegation listed 
a number of extra costs 
that this would entail, 
including the obvious 
one of lorries travelling 
up to an extra 116 miles 
to get to market and 
back. 

Taking livestock fur¬ 
ther afield would mean 
that all farmers in the 
Vale would incur the 
extra expense of having 
to apply for a Level 2 
Certificate in the wel¬ 
fare of animals during 
transport. 

Also cited were the 
extra time away from 
their farm, and the like¬ 
lihood of Cowbridge 
businesses losing trade 
because the farmers 
would be forced to go 
elsewhere. 

They also said that 
the extra miles would 
put greater stress on the 
animals, something that 
would cause loss of 
weight and therefore 
loss of value to the 
farmer. 

The delegation quot¬ 
ed Coun Kemp’s own 


words back at him, 
reminding him of what 
he had said when the 
market was given that 
one-year extension in 
March. 

Coun Kemp’s state¬ 
ment at the time was: 
''This is great news for 
Cowbridge and the 
farming community. 

“The immediate 
future of the market is 
secure, and we wish the 
operators a successful 
trading year." 

The delegation said 
that if the council was 
set on an extra care 
facility, then it should 
use either the Lower 
School site or the now- 
vacant Sixth Form 
building on Aberthin 
Road. 

Negotations with 
Taylor Wimpey for the 
sale of the Lower 
School site are at an 
advanced stage, but 
nothing has, as yet, been 
announced about the 
future of the sixth form 
building. 

The farmers also 
argued that the existing 
buildings on those two 
sites could be converted 
for extra care accommo¬ 
dation. 

They argued that, if 
the council was deter¬ 
mined to “impose this 


decision on the commu¬ 
nity”, the developer 
should be obliged to 
provide an alternative 
market elsewhere in the 
Vale, a requirement that 
had been included in a 
2001 development brief. 

NFU secretary David 
Harris added: “I hope 
public opinion can 
change the council’s 
mind so that the market 
is retained, the total site 
improved and used by 
other organisations for 
events and car parking. 

Alun John, the chair¬ 
man of the Cowbridge 
Chamber of Trade, said 
that this would keep 
Cowbridge as a historic 
market town, something 
that was also supported 
by local town and com¬ 
munity councils. 

Speaking after the 
meeting, Coun Gordon 
Kemp said: “A useful 
discussion took place 
and a further meeting is 
being arranged.” 

However, he did not 
appear to favour the 
farmers’ alternative 
sites, saying: “The 
lower school site is 
owned by a trust and has 
been sold to a developer. 

“The sixth form site 
would be too small for 
an extra care facility.”

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Mother escapes prison 


A MOTHER who broke 
her baby daughter’s left 
arm, has escaped prison at 
Cardiff Crown Court. 

The woman, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, and who 
lives in the Vale of Glamorgan, 
was said to have been “virtually a 
prisoner” in her home. 

She was convicted by Vale 
Magistrates of offences of wound¬ 
ing and assault by beating, and 
had been committed to the Crown 
Court for sentence. 

She was jailed for nine months, 
suspended for 18 months, made 
subject to a supervision order for 
18 months, has to observe a 9pm 
to 7am curfew for four months, 
and be electronically tagged. 

Judge Isobel Parry said it was 
exceptional for a partner such as 
herself to admit to what she had 
done. 

At the time, the judge said, the 
woman had been in a “violent and 


controlling relationship” with the 
baby’s father. 

Added the judge: “It’s difficult 
to understand why you were not 
able to escape from that relation¬ 
ship. I don’t think you were mali¬ 
cious when you committed those 
offences. You were struggling to 
cope.” 

Prosecutor Gareth Evans said 
that in July, an ambulance was 
called to the woman’s address. 
Paramedics saw the baby on a sofa 
crying and in obvious distress. 

They were told the child had 
rolled off the sofa and the mother 
had grabbed her arm. 

She was taken to the University 
Hospital of Wales, where an x-ray 
revealed a fracture of the left arm. 
There was also bruising to the 
right cheek and right forearm. 

Two days later, said Mr Evans, 
a social worker discussed the 
injuries with the mother. 

She broke down and said: “The 
truth is I lost my temper, and I 


grabbed her arm in anger. She 
would not shut up.” 

Her barrister, James Evans, 
said: “There is already an element 
of punishment in her losing her 
clean character. 

“She is not a wicked woman 
who set out to hurt her child. Her 
partner had virtually imprisoned 
her in her home for six weeks.” 

He said she suffered depression 
and for those weeks, she was 
under unrelenting pressure. 

He said she even had to hide 
money for food, so that her partner 
would not use it to buy cannabis. 

The child, he said, was now 
with foster parents. 

“In the long term, she hopes to 
have the child back and has said 
that whatever the court did to her, 
was what she deserved, such is her 
remorse.” 

He said punishment was not an 
appropriate way of dealing with 
her.

COUNCIL IS TOLD 


SOCIAL care services 
are improving and 
people in need are bet¬ 
ter supported - that’s 
the message from 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s 
director of social serv¬ 
ices in her annual 
report. 

BCBC cabinet mem¬ 
bers have also been told 
how the response time to 
individuals who needed 
social care services has 
got better, despite an 
overall increase in new 
referrals. 

In her report, Abigail 
Harris, BCBC’s corpo¬ 
rate director for wellbe¬ 
ing, said a greater num¬ 
ber of adults can now live 
more independent lives 
through developments 
such as the network of 
local learning disabilities 
day centres, telecare 
installations and reable- 
ment services. 

Other achievements 
include: shoring up front 
line safeguarding and 
family support teams, 
improving the range of 
support services avail¬ 
able to families and 
falling sickness levels 
among staff, thanks to

But cabinet members 
also heard that the direc¬ 


tor has prioritised a num¬

other authorities. 

The report will form 
part of the Welsh

DRUGS: 

suppliers 

TWO drug dealers have been 
sent to prison, after they were 
arrested as part of an opera¬ 
tion to tackle drugs supply in 
the Bridgend area. 

Karl Bryn Jenkins, aged 26, and 
Kylie O’Connor, aged 28, were arrest¬ 
ed in June at an address in Tremgarth, 
Wildmill, for offences of supplying 
and offering to supply heroin in 
Bridgend town centre during 
Operation Hutton. 

They were both charged with 
offences linked to their supply of hero¬ 
in and were sentenced at Cardiff 
Crown Court on Tuesday this week, 
having pleaded guilty. 

Jenkins received a sentence of 
three-and-a-half years and O’Connor 
received two-and-a-half-years. 

Police launched the arrest phase of 
Operation Hutton in May following 
months of preparation work. 

Detective Inspector Jason Redrup 
said: “Operation Hutton is aimed at 
disrupting the drugs supply market in 
Bridgend and is part of a wide-ranging 
partnership effort to ensure Bridgend 
remains a safe and secure place. 

“We have deployed covert tactics in 
order to assist us in our continued dis¬ 
ruption of the drugs market. 

“This activity has been going on for 
many months and we have made some 
significant inroads into the drugs sup¬ 
ply market.” 

Operation Hutton was first

launched in 2007 and used undercover 
police to severely disrupt the drugs 
market in Bridgend. The ongoing 
police activity is a continuation of the 
previous operation. 

DI Redrup added: “It is anticipated 
that as Operation Hutton progresses, 
its impact upon the supply and avail¬ 
ability of class A drugs within the bor¬ 
ough will become greater. 

“With this in mind, it may be time 
for those affected to reflect on their 
addiction and take advantage of the 
support services available to them. 

“The police service recognises that 
recovery from drug addiction is a seri¬ 
ous challenge for both the individual 
and society and that proper support 
can make a difference. 

“As a result of the initial success of 
Operation Hutton, it is acknowledged 
by the police that there will be reper¬ 
cussions affecting the supply and 
availability of heroin in the local drugs 
market. 

“With this in mind, Bridgend Police 
have been in liaison with the Bridgend 
public health team at an early stage in 
the investigation to warn them of any 
possible impact upon the service pro¬ 
vision for drug users in the borough.”

The school opened on 
September 1 as a split 
site school, following 
the merger of Ogmore 
and Ynysawdre compre- 
hensives, but the new 
building will create a 
world-class facility for 
pupils and the wider 
community. 


Coleg Cymunedol Y 
Dderwen will accommo¬ 
date 1,570 pupils aged 
11 - 18 on the site for¬ 
merly occupied by 
Ynysawdre 
Comprehensive and 
Archbishop McGrath 
Roman Catholic 

Comprehensive. 

It will also incorpo¬ 
rate extensive communi¬ 
ty facilities for use both 
within and outside of 
school hours. 

It’s being funded by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s 
schools modernisation 
programme and £26m 
awarded by the Welsh 
Government as part of 
its £144 million invest¬ 
ment in schools across 
Wales. 

Now plans are com¬ 
plete and a contractor 
appointed, the council 
can formally accept the 
grant. 

Coun Alana Davies, 
cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren and young people, 
said: “Coleg Cymunedol 
Y Dderwen will offer 
young people from our 


valley areas a first-class 
learning environment, as 
well as a wonderful, 
multi-purpose facility 
for the community it 
serves around the clock 
and throughout the year 

“I am excited to think 
that we will shortly have 
this flag-ship facility on 
our doorstep and that we 
in Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough will be leading the 
way for other communi¬ 
ties right around the UK 
to follow.” 

Coun Huw David, 
cabinet member for 
resources, added: “We 
thank the Welsh 
Government for the 
£26m in essential fund¬ 
ing, in addition to the 
multi million pound 
investment from our 
own budget.

Espionage thriller is a low-key 
delight that drips with tension 


Y OU can 

never be too 
careful in 
the world of espi¬ 
onage... double 
agents, threats on 
your life and 
henchmen with 
metallic teeth make 
it a dangerous line 
of work - and one 
that writer John Le 
Carre has success¬ 
fully mined. 

It is his most notable 
work that makes its way 
onto the big screen in 
Tinker Tailor Soldier 
Spy, which was already 
a huge success on BBC 
television in the late 
1970s with Alec 
Guinness. 

This time, Gary 
Oldman takes on the 
role of George Smiley, 
brought out of retire¬ 
ment to track down a 
mole in MI6, who 
threatens to destabilise 
the nation. 

With the suspects 
lined up (including 
Colin Firth, Toby Jones 
and Ciaran Hinds), 
Smiley must undergo a 
game of cat and mouse 
where no-one is who 
they seem, and twists 
and turns are around 
every comer... 

If Tinker Tailor 
Soldier Spy had the 


uphill task of attempting 
to live up to John Le 
Carre’s original book, 
then it was a task made 
all the more difficult 
given that it would 
inevitably be compared 
to the 1979 TV minis¬ 
eries starring Sir Alec 
Guinness as Smiley. 

Despite this pressure, 
the 2011 version is 
something that more 
than holds up to both of 
these, and taken on its 
own terms is a low-key 
thriller that places ten¬ 
sion and drama to the 
forefront, creating a 
film that barely lets up 
over its 127-minute mn- 
ning time. 

It is marshalled with 
no little class by Tomas 
Alfredson, the Swedish 
director responsible for 
the wonderful vampire 
film Let The Right One 
In. 

Here, Alfredson is 
dealing with those who 
are just as vampiric but 
without the bloodlust, 
the denizens of MI6 a 
cold, unforgiving bunch 
whose stillness in the 
eyes masks a sea of 
betrayals and double 
dealings, each character 
just another jellybean in 
the jar of espionage. 

Much like his break¬ 
through effort, 

Alfredson shows he is a 
director who is happy to 
let the story take centre

stage, his direction 
never overtly fancy but 
assured and clinical, 
from the mute colour 
patterns to the detatch- 
ment of the performanc¬ 
es he wrings out of the 
skilled cast. 

Given that this is a 
film more about bureau¬ 
cracy then action 
sequences, Alfredson’s 
calm eye provides the 
focus that allows Peter 
Straughan and Bridget 
O’Connor’s screenplay 
to shine through.

Certainly, the pair have 
the most difficult job, 
having to condense Le 
Carre’s prose into a 
cohesive two-hour film 
(even the miniseries had 
seven hours to do it in), 
but that they manage to 
do so with such effi¬ 
ciency is a testament to 
their skill. 

Instead, very little is 
lost from the overall 
story, even if some 
characters do suffer 
from a degree of 
sidelining (in particular, 
those played by Kathy 
Burke and Ciaran 
Hinds) but the story is 
dense and rich enough 
to absorb this. 

It also gives a cast 
that is more or less the 
cream of the British 
crop the opportunity to 
work on such superb 
material, and each actor 
thrives, delivering 
strong turns. 

Top of these is Gary 
Oldman, whose support 
turns in the likes of the 
Batman and Harry 
Potter franchises has 
perhaps masked his 
ability to hold the atten¬ 
tion as a leading man. 

It is an ability that is 
all too much in evi¬ 
dence here, Oldman 
holding the screen rapt, 
his performance a tight¬ 
ly-coiled one that 
betrays little emotion, 
but is totally engaging. 

He has rightly snared 
the majority of the plau¬ 
dits, but there is no 
weak turn anywhere, 
with the likes of Colin 
Firth, Ciaran Hinds, 
David Dencik and Toby 
Jones doing their best 
‘is-he-or-isn’t-he’ as the 
suspected moles; while 
both Tom Hardy and 
Benedict Cumberbatch 
do their rising stars no 
damage at all with two 
wonderful turns. 

The former is all 
brawn ‘n’ brains belying 


his tiredness while 
skulking around in the 
shadows doing the dirty 
work while the latter is 
a man caught up in a 
maze of skulduggery 
that impacts upon his 
private life. 

Throw in another 
superb turn by the 
understated, and under¬ 
rated, Mark Strong, 
along with the likes of 
John Hurt and Stephen 
Graham, and you have 
one of the finest ensem¬ 
ble casts of the year, 
and one that delivers in 
spades. 

If there is any com¬ 
plaint to be made, then 
it is that the film’s lan¬ 
guid pace sometimes 
feels a little too languid, 
while the story is one 
that must be followed 
intently, else the big 
reveal comes off more 
as a damp squib. 

However, those who 
want to see the best 
British talent excel in a 
rich and satisfying story 
should most certainly 
savour Tinker Tailor 
Soldier Spy. 

VERDICT: A tense 
and dramatic affair. 
Tinker Tailor Soldier 
Spy is a classy affair 
with some of the finest 
British actors working 
today in top form. 

Tomas Alfredson’s 
direction is suitably 
muted and moody. 

It all comes together 
to make for a truly out¬ 
standing cinematic 
effort. 

Essential viewing.

A SIMPLE business model 
that has created some very 
successful enterprises - 
Pepsi started up in compe¬ 
tition to Coca Cola, Virgin 
Atlantic to British 
Airways, Burger King to 
McDonald’s to name but a 
few. 

This model has carried over 
into vehicle manufacturing, too. 

One proponent of this theory 
is Seat, the Spanish car manufac¬ 
turer. 

For the past 60 years it has 
made a name for itself by alter¬ 
ing the designs of its owners, 
which have included Fiat and 
since 1986, Volkswagen. 

Where I have always thought 
of VWs as clinical, characterless 
and a bit run-of-the- mill. Seat is 
a complete contrast. 

‘Quirky’ is a word that instant¬ 
ly springs to mind when con¬ 
fronted by the Seat Leon SE 
Copa 1.6 TDi DSG-auto. Seat’s 
design department has consid¬ 
ered all the rather dull and mun¬ 
dane parts of a car and somehow 
made them objects of fascina¬ 
tion. 

For instance, the distinctive S 
logo (which is reminiscent of a 
road to look at) on the boot dou¬ 
bles up as a handle. Push the top 
and the bottom half protrudes 
making a convenient lip for your 
hand to lift the boot open. A neat 
touch. 

This five-door model is decep¬ 
tive because it looks like a three- 
door - the rear door handles have 
been concealed. Seat hasn’t just 
blindly followed Honda and Alfa 
either (who do the same), 
because it has actually moulded 


and curved the glass by the rear 
doors so that a hand snuggly fits 
behind the door handle. It’s hard 
not to keep touching this as it’s 
so appealing. 

Where traditional windscreen 
wipers sit at the bottom of the 
screen and move from left to 
right, the Seat’s reside at the left 
and right of the windscreen 
working their way downwards 
and then back up. 

On the rear window, the wash¬ 
er for the wiper sprays water 
upwards rather than downwards 
as is usually the way. 

It just goes to show that there 
are always two ways of looking 
at things in life and I must say 
that the Spanish way is very 
refreshing. 

The vehicle’s exterior is eye¬ 
catching thanks to its sweeping 
curves and large chrome and 
black front grille. All really 
impressive stuff that is instantly 
noticeable compared to other 
cars on the road. 

Underneath, the Leon, which 
was first introduced in 2005, is 
basically a VW Golf. It shares 
the same L6TDi engine, which 
very pleasingly delivers over 
60mpg (combined). Coupled to a 
smooth automatic gearbox the 
Seat is a delight to drive with the 
extra oomph needed for overtak¬ 
ing, helped by its sports mode 
function. 

It is very rare for a car to ben¬ 
efit from both power and econo¬ 
my. There is a slight delay when 
you put your foot down and a 
muffled engine noise can be 
heard from inside the cabin on 
start-up but this quickly vanish¬ 
es. Overall it’s an impressive 1.6 
diesel. 


The only minor irritation is the 
cruise control, which is on the 
left stalk of the steering wheel 
where the indicators are located. 
If the driver is too keen to press 
the cruise control they can set the 
indicators off. It might have been 
better situated on the actual 
steering wheel as some manufac¬ 
turers like Mitsubishi do. 

Blacked out rear windows add 
a hint of the cool factor. The boot 
is a reasonable size - large 
enough for my daughter’s cum¬ 
bersome pushchair. 

Parkers, the car guide, says: 
“Seat has a reputation for pro¬ 
ducing sporty cars based on reli¬ 
able Volkswagen components 
and the Leon shows the company 
at its best. The sporty styling is 
reflected in the handling - the 
Leon is sharp, precise and great 
fun to drive. In 2009 the Leon 
was revised with subtle exterior 
changes, a more sophisticated 
interior and new engines. There 
are also Ecomotive models, some 
of which qualify for free road 
tax.” 

All in all, the Seat Leon is a 
fantastic package. Seat recognis¬ 
es the importance of differentiat¬ 
ing itself from its competitors, 
and for this it scores very highly 
indeed. It’s not often that I test 
drive a car and think I could hap¬ 
pily own it.

Wales prove a point against Samoa, 
now they must finally start believing ! 


DESPITE the confident nois¬ 
es emanating from the Welsh 
camp, there was no disguis¬ 
ing the underlying tension in 
the days before their crucial 
World Cup clash with old 
nemesis Samoa in Hamilton, 
at the weekend. 

“We must win on Sunday, it’s the 
bottom line... There are no second 
chances after Sunday... It’s that 
important to us^^ head coach 
Warren Gatland repeatedly 
warned. 

Yes, they had been “very disap¬ 
pointed” at the 16-17 loss to 
world champions South Africa the 
week before, a game they knew 
they should have won, but 
Gatland added: “We could not 
fault the effort, passion and commit¬ 
ment (against the Springboks) and 
we have simply told the players we 
are looking for the same again 
against Samoa... 

The anxiety shared by the trav¬ 
elling Welsh supporters, as well as 
the rest of us watching on televi¬ 
sion back home, was understand¬ 
able. 

After all, of the seven previous 
encounters, Wales had won four, 
while the hard-hitting Samoans 
had won three, derailing Welsh 
World Cup hopes in both 1991 
and 1999. 


However, Wales could take 
comfort from the fact that in the 
last two meetings since then, they 
had partly gained revenge - by an 
emphatic 50-6 margin in 2000 and 
17-13 in 2009. 

If further incentive was needed, 
it was surely provided by 
Ireland’s inspired 15-6 victory 
over the fancied Australians on 
Saturday - in the process, show¬ 
ing just how to negate the south¬ 
ern hemisphere’s physical threat, 
with unrelenting pressure-play up 
front for the full 80 minutes. 

Moreover, that result opened up 
the mouth-watering prospect of a 
possible Wales versus Ireland 
quarter final clash - and who 
would dare bet on that outcome? 

On Sunday, the Welsh camp 
knew everything hinged on over¬ 
coming a fired-up Samoan team 
confident of wrecking their World 
Cup hopes for the third time - 
and indeed, a nervy, error-strewn 
first half had the alarm bells ring¬ 
ing loudly. 

First full back James Hook 
missed a penalty in the opening 
minute, then poor handling cost 
Wales a certain try, and Rhys 
Priestland, who otherwise had 
another sound game at outside 
half, sent a drop goal attempt sail¬ 
ing wide of the upright. 

Meanwhile, it was the Samoans 
who were taking the game to their

opponents up front, gaining suc¬ 
cess in both set piece and loose 
and looking far more dangerous 
in attack, as Welsh errors (both 
forced and unforced) mounted 
alarmingly. 

The pressure inevitably told 
with a typically rugged converted 
try, to add to Samoa’s earlier 
penalty - and Wales came out for 
the second half 6-10 down, with 


the injured James Hook, who had 
kicked two penalties, replaced by 
Leigh Halfpenny - and knowing 
that they had just 40 minutes to 
rescue their World Cup 2011 cam¬ 
paign. 

Almost immediately, Priestland 
reduced the margin to one point 
with a penalty and then edged his 
team 12-10 ahead with a second 
penalty, as superior Welsh fitness 
began to tell, forcing the tiring 
Samoans into errors of their own. 

Even so, the game still swung in 
the balance until Welsh talisman, 
Shane Williams, took a hand, 
popping up to finish off an 
impressive breakaway move 
begun by Halfpenny, after a bas¬ 
ketball pass by centre Jonathan 
Davies had gone astray. 

With the try unconverted and 
the score at 17-10, Wales knew 
the battle wasn’t over yet and for 
the remaining five minutes had to 
withstand a desperate all-out 
effort by Samoa, who simply 
refused to throw in the towel. 

It may not have been a classic, 
except in terms of the raw 
courage and physical commitment 
shown by both sides, but never¬ 
theless, it was an absolutely vital 
win that has kept Wales in the 
competition - and in the short 
term, that was all that counted. 

In the long term, the result may 
well have a deeper psychological 


significance for a young, develop¬ 
ing Wales team that have fallen 
short so many times when victory 
was within their grasp. 

They have now broken the hold 
seemingly exerted over them by 
Samoa on the big stage - and 
after the disappointment of doing 
everything but win against world 
champions South Africa, they 
have shown that they do have the 
mental strength to protect a slen¬ 
der lead and close a game down 
in tight situations. 

This invaluable lesson should 
stand them in good stead for their 
remaining Pool D games. 

With it (hopefully) will come in 
due course, the absolute self¬ 
belief, epitomised by the All 
Blacks’ ruthless mindset, that is 
critical for any lasting success on 
the world stage. 

Starting with Namibia next 
week, followed by their other 
World Cup nemesis, Fiji, they will 
need to take the field expecting, 
rather than hoping to win, as was 
so often the case with other Welsh 
teams in recent years. 

This talented side now have a 
supreme opportunity to prove to 
the world that after so many false 
dawns, Welsh rugby is truly back 
- and that inconsistency could at 
last be a thing of the past. 

It is time for them to finally start 

believin 2 !
